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Is Nation Losing 
Competitive Push? 


With the continued climb in U.S. im- 
ports and a corresponding decline in ex- 
ports, accompanied by a prolonged defi- 
cit in our balance of payments, U.S. offi- 
cials and economists are worried con- 
siderably about the direction in which we 
are traveling. 

There is one obvious conclusion. The 
United States, which must import more 
and more raw materials for its manufac- 
turing industries, is losing much of its 
competitive position in world markets. 
We have become, through inflation and 
erosion of the dollar, a relatively high- 
cost producer. 

Irnicreases in costs of production at a 
rate greater than that of productivity it- 
self can spell only one thing—higher 
prices. Rising labor costs and higher 
prices and profits are part of a self-de- 
feating process which in the end adds 
further to the greatest problem of our 
day, the sickness of inflation. 


There is one glaring example of what 
is wrong in the current situation in steel. 
This high-wage, high-profit industry sets 
the pace for the national economy. It has 
been the perfect example of irresponsi- 
bility in both labor and management. 
Steel imports are climbing and sales 
abroad are declining. 

Pressures are building up, of course, 
to exclude foreign-made goods from the 
American market through higher tariffs. 
This is bound to grow if the situation be- 
comes worse. A return to high tariffs 
and economic isolationism would, leave 
the field wide open for the Soviet Un- 
ion’s foreign-trade drive. It would further 
restrict sales abroad of the surplus prod- 
ucts of American industry and agricul- 
ture. 

The United States properly is demand- 
ing that nations we have helped, especial- 
ly in Western Europe, remove emergency 
trade restrictions which still exist long 
after the emergency has passed. Britain 
and France have taken the first steps in 
this direction. It is in their own interest 
that the United States not be forced to 
resort to destructive restrictions. 

But here at home, free American in- 
dustry and free American labor have an 
equal stake in preserving the free enter- 


prise system through preserving our com-— 


petitive position and the integrity of the 
dollar. False prosperity built upon infla- 
tion can result in the long run only in 
destruction of our economy and free en- 
terprise itself.

Interest on State Funds 
Is Nearer Realization 


An important step toward effecting a 
program whereby the state would draw 
interest on its idle funds was taken yes- 
terday at a conference between bankers, 
Gov. Vandiver and other state leaders. 

Especially significant was a statement 
from a Georgia Bankers Assn. spokesman. 
He said most bankers now are in basic 
agreement that the state should receive 
interest on its millions of dollars on de- 
posit. 

Such being the case, it should be a 
relatively simple matter to work out the 
details for enactment of whatever legis- 
lation on the matter is necessary. 

The state also should explore the ad- 
vantages of investing in short-term U.S 
covernment securities. Pursuing such 
practice, coupled with an arrangement 
whereby. banks would pay an equitable 
rate of interest on deposits, should result 
in the state realizing a tidy return. 

A few extra millions of dollars raised 
by such methods, together with contin- 
ued economy in governmental operations, 
will go far toward helping the state to 
finance essential services in a satisfactory 
manner.

A pplin g Sets Exam ple 
In Reacting to Danger 


The imminent danger often must be 
the persuasion to caution. 

Appling County has found it that way 
this fall in regard to diphtheria. 

Three cases of this dread disease, and 
symptoms among other children, moved 
parents there to have 915 children immu- 
nized within a week and to have many 
others checked to see whether immunity 
exists. 

In Dougherty County, too, diphtheria 
has struck this fall—12 cases since Oct. 1 
as many cases as the county has had in 
any one year since 1944. 

The county health commissioner there 
says each case could have been prevented 
by proper immunization. He urged that 
parents take that precaution if it had not 
been taken and to have children previous- 
ly inoculated take the Schick test to see 
if the immunity still holds. 

Public health officials recommend im- 
munization for diphtheria, tetanus, 
whooping cough, smallpox and polio. 

They do more than recommend, they 
urge. With smallpox, they require. 

How sad to read in this age, with pre- 
ventives available, of children suffering 
from diseases which could have been 
avoided had parents seen that their chil- 
dren recelv be the recommended treat- 
ment. 3 

Appling County has set an early ex- 
ample but only because diphtheria struck 
first to move parents to action.

Pulse of the Public 
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N.Y. Schools’ Regent-Composed Quizzes 


Cited as Means of Insuring Student Effort 


Rome — Dr. James Conant who 
has been making a survey of our 
schools stated that only one state, 
New York, has any uniform sys- 
tem as to what should be taught 
in its schools. 

Any person who was ever a 
student in a school in New York 
State is familiar with the regents’ 
exams. These are given at the 
end of each term and are made 
up not by the teacher but by the 
Board of Regents in Albany and 
sent to the various’ schools 
throughout the state. On a certain 
date and time determined by the 
board the exam is brought in by 
the principal of the school in a 
sealed envelope and given to the 
teacher who opens it before the 
principal. Regents exams for a 
stated subject, for a certain 
grade, are given at the same time 
to all students in this category all 
over the state. 

These regents’ exams start at 
the sixth grade level and con- 
tinue through high school. If you 
fail a regents’ exam you must 
take the subject over, so the 
teachers are not subject to pres- 
sure from fond mothers who oth- 
erwise would try to talk the teach- 
er into allowing their little darlings 
to pass regardless of their ability. 

I think. this excellent New York 
State system could be used on a 
nationwide scale. I feel that I 
was very fortunate to be educated 
under this system, my children 
were not as fortunate. I feel there 
was a great. lack in their ele- 
mentary education

It is not only the TV quiz 
scandal but the steel strike that has given an impression of haphazard 


greed and a system debased and 

The problem is not primarily 
the weakness of a Charles Van 
Doren. It is that the struggle for 
power and money has become 
SO savage that even the leaders 
of the institutions concerned are 
trapped in the system. 


Frank Stanton of CBS and Rob- 
ert Kintner of NBC are high- 
minded men, but they lost con- 
trol of the boys who will do any- 
thing for a fast buck. Dave Mc- 
Donald of the steelworkers’ union 
has to get more money for his 
men every time a contract ends 
or lose control of his union; or 
so he thinks. The leaders of big 
steel are fighting for bigger prof- 
its and control of their mills, and 
in the whole process the public 
is manipulated like a bunch of 
boobs. 

Even the race for the presi- 
dency, which will determine who 
is to set the moral tone for the 
nation and deal with these prob- 
lems, is not immune from the un- 
balancing effects of big money 
and the petty deceptions of public 
relations tricks. 

There are at least five men 
roaring around the country cam- 
paigning for the presidency, all of 
whom solemnly proclaim that they 
are not candidates.
